Factions will take their ſeperate Shelters un- 
der them; which Monſters, when they are 
the leaſt heated, naturally throw the Venom 
of their equally deteſted Principles on their 
innocent and perhaps unwilling Protectors. 
Ihe neareſt Friends of Odolphus will be apt

be convey'd for his ſhrewdly ſuſpicious pro-

which put Swords into the Hands of many of 
the Empreſs's Back-Friends at home, to be rea- 
dy (in caſe they had a mind to it) to oppoſe her 
expected Enemies from abroad. . 


This bold Stroke of Odolpbus ſo naturally * 


rous'd the Loyal Party againſt him, that we 
muſt not wonder if they loſt all Temper, from 
their juſt Apprehenſion of the Conſequence: 
Nothing leſs than calling him to the Tribunal 
wou'd appeaſe them, and his Head was re- 
ſolv'd the Forfeit of his Perfidy 5

executed, there being then an abſolute Necel.

tion muſt have too far hazarded the Delay: 


Beſides, the Penetrating Arlus (whoſe Reſent- 
ment and Temper are in utter Subjection to 
his Judgment) too well knew the Frighted 
Odolphus, under ſuch impending Danger, 


: wou'd ſoon bring his Principles to drop the 
” Loyaliſts, (whom he then pretended to Head) 


and call in the Levellers to ſuſtain him: He 
that cou'd delude his Miſtreſs into the Paſſing 


ſo Inſidious a Law, Arlus foreſaw wou'd not 


want new Friends or Intereſt to give it what 


Colour of Integrity he pleas'd, to the Diſap- 


pointment of his Accuſers; or to make ſure

And as tis the Common Policy of Uſurpers 
to begin their Reigns with Lenity, and 
Wholeſome Laws, ſo very little .cou'd be

we are not to wonder, if our firſt Advantagi- 


ous Offers of Peace after the Battle of Arami- 


lia were privately ſunk, and could not (ev'n 


with the Empreſſes Direction) be brought to 


a Treaty (of which Fact I fhall anon ſpeak 
more at large) Nor is it more ſurprizing, 
when they cou'd not avoid coming to the 
laſt Years Treaty, that Odolphus directed his 


Party to Addreſs the Empreſs, that Fortunatus 


might immediately be diſpatch'd with full 
Power, if he thought fir —— to break it

I muſt confeſs, when we conſtder the na- 
tural Frailty of Mankind, we ſhou'd not won- 
der if a Man of the moſt Liberal Spirit, under 
the ſtrong Temptation of ſuch Immenſe Ad- 
vantages from the War, ſhou'd be a little Cool 
in his Endeavours to procure a Laſting Peace. 
But from one, whom even his Friends zllow 
of ſo Contrary a Diſpoſition, ('twou'd feem 


hard to give it its right Name) what can the. 


moſt favourable Judgment, or ſhorteſt Inſight 
hope? Can we expect Health of Virtue from 


u Conſumptive Mind? That fo Infatiable a 


Paſſion ſhou'd refuſe its natural Food to Starve 
on the thin Diet of an airy Praiſe, while it 
gains even Increaſe of Appetite from Feeding? 
Are we to treat that Vice in every other Man 
with Sufpicion, Ill Wiſhes, and —

look like taking pleaſure in the Inſult to con-

propos'd to them from our Grand Enemy, 


as would have wholly anſwer'd the End of 
our War, immediately communicated them to 
Fort unatas and Odolphus: But the cold Recep- 
tion they gave them exceeded even his Suſ- 
picion of their Integrity; all he could urge 
could not raiſe them to conſider em more 
than meer artificial Amuſements of the Ene- 
my, of no Solidity or Signification ; and as 
ſuch, with an over-bearing Air of their ſupe- 
rior Penetration, they wholly neglected them: 
This was enough to convince the vigilant Ar- 
lus,” that the Hurry of their own unfiniſh'd 
Fortunes would as yet give them but little 
Leiſure to attend the remoter Service of their 
Country, which he, having nothing more at 
heart, reſolv'd, at the hazard of breaking 
with them, to purſue, by offering himſelf, 
unſeconded, the ſaid Propoſals to the Em-

preſs, whoſe natural Tenderneſs of her Peo- 


ple's Welfare he knew wou'd incline her to 
a better Thought iof them, which the intire

might have from her Enemies Artifices in 
former Treaties to ſuſpe& him of Inſincerity 
at this time; yet ſhe Now conſider d him as a 
Prince whole Pride from long Succeſſes had 
made more impatient of his new Diſgrace, as 


one allarm'd and ſtartled at his inſulted Arms, 
and, at that Juncture, accumulated Blows of 
Fortune; his Treaſure low, his Credit funk, © 
his People murmuring, his unpaid Troops © 
diſpirited, the Rival of his Grandſon's Throne 
then juſt entring his Metropolis, his cricical De- 


feat in the South, with the vaſt Towns and 


Territories falling from him after the Battle 


of Aramilia, and theſe at once ſurrounding 
him, might reaſonably ſhake the proudeſt 
wiſe Monarch into a fincere Deſire of Peace. 
But if a Suſpicion only of his Sincerity muſt 


be a ſtanding Reaſon for our rejecting a Trea- 


ty, the War,might probably laſt till only thoſe 
Great Patriots would find their account in a 
Peace: Yet when they thought theſe ſmo- 


ther d Propoſals had ſecur'd them againſt the 


Danger of it, they receiv'd, to their great 
Aſtoniſhment, the Empreſs's Directions to 
bring them to the ſpeedieſt Iſſue. This un- 
foreſeen Allarm rous'd em immediately into 
an inſuppreſſible Jealouſy of Arlus; they could 
not bear this Inſult of their Pride, this direct 
Invaſion of their Power and Intereſt with the 
Empreſs — And from this Criſis began their 
firſt determin d Reſolution to undo him.
